Premier, Jose Canalejas Méndes, was 
entombed in the Spanish» Pantheon 
with the highest national honors. The 
entire nation {8 in mourning and all 
clvil life and business was suspended 
in Madrid until after the ceremony. 

King Alfonso, accompanied by 
Prince Charles of Bourbon-Siciles and 
Prince Ferdinand of Bavaria, Infantas 
of Spain walked behind the hearse 
from the Chamber of Deputies to the 
Pantheon, while 250,000 persons stood 
with uncovered heads in tribute to 
the dead premier. ‘The members of 
the diplomatic corps and an official 
from each department attended the 
funeral.

GLASS BOTTLZ. 


Labor and Gare It Takes to Make 
Even the Cheapest Kind. 


While the oldest bottles known were 
of skin, glass bottles containing wine 
are represented on Egyptian monu- 
ments dating back 4,000 years. Bot- 
tles of porcelain, alabaster, gold, sil- 
ver and bronze were made as early 
as the time of the Pharaoh of the 
Exodus. Their elegant design and 
superior workmanship furnish evi- 
denoe that even at that period the art 
of bottle-making was by no means in 
its infancy. 

+ The early history of the bottle is, 


{as a matter of fact, somewhat shroud- 


ed in mystery, for the reason doubt- 
less that the true bottle has never 
been a thing of great beauty except 
in rare instances, but rather a hum- 
ble vessel of no particular intrinsic 
value. 

In these days glass bottles are turn- 
ed out in enormous quantities. They 
are of all sorts, sizes and descrip- 
tions. In the manufacture of the or- 
dinary glass bottle of commerce sand, 
soap boilers’ waste, brick clay or oth- 
er material, according to locality, is 
used. 

When run down into a molten mass 
the product is skimmed and the first 
operator, known as the ‘‘gatherer,” 
takes a little of the glass on the 

| end of a heated pipe. When this has 
cooled somewhat he again dips his 
pipe into the glass, having ‘“‘yathered” 
}in the two dips sufficient material 
| whereof to make a bottle. This he 
tants to the “blower,” who, as he 
‘blows through the tube, rolls the pro- 
duct on a stone, thereby fashioning 
the bottle neck. The roughly shaped 
mass is then placed in a mold and the 
operator continues to blow until he 
has brought it to the required form. 
| The bottle is now passed to the fin- 
| isher, who, by touching the neck with 
a small bit of iron dipped in water, 
completely severs it from the pipe. 
’| He attaches the pontee, an iron in- 
/strument tipped with molten glass, 
| to the bottom of the bottle, thus giv- 
‘ing it the usual rounded shape. The 
| next step is to warm the bottle at 
the furnace. The finisher takes a 
small quantity of the product on what 
is known as a ring iron and, turning
